It Is all very well for scientific persons to 


tnuko discoveries; but when a series of dis- 
covorini havo established a pleiuing and sat- 
isfactory theory, what are wo to think of the 
man who makes a now and final discovery 
wholly overthrowing and demolishing that 
theory? 
Such has beon tho conduct ot Dr. 


Uicgg, of Bultalo, and tho general opinion of 
medical theorists la, that ho ought to bo 
ashamed of himself. 


Tho theory thai certain discuses are canted 


by the prcriBnco of bacteria in tho human sys- 
tem was, until Dr. Gregg made his experi- 
ments, accepted by a groat many learned 
tuon. The bacteria in question wcro alleged 
to bo microscopic animals of various Hpccles, 
souio of which produced consumption] when 
admitted to tho human body, while others 
gave their attention to the production of 
malarial fevers aud hydrophobia, Tuoy wore 
found hi tho blood, the saliva, and oven tha 
tissues of victims of these illsouscs, and it was 
therefore evident that they were tho causiuiC 
clbMxwo—just as it is evident that u bullet 
found in tho brain ef a murdered man was 
thu cuuso of his death. 


But now comes Dr. Gregg with tho painful 


assertion that bacteria arc always present In 
the blood of everybody. No matter whether 
tlio Individual is healthy or diseased, or 
whether the blooil taken from him in exam- 
ined whilo it is fresh or after it has become 
decomposed, the microscope will always show 
that the blood contains bacteria. Thlfl, ot 
courM), utterly uusete tho thnory that bac- 
teria produce disease, and destroys tho value 
•if an enormous quantity of medical HU'ru 
turn written ill defense of that theory. 


This, however, is not all that Ur. Orogj 


bus done. Ilo has shown that tho 
bacteria arc not animals, but simply particles 
of ilbi'Inu. After the laborious and appar 
outly successful experiments which Pifstoui 
uud others havo tniutii in brooding aiul culti- 
vating bacteria, it is Indeed unkind to dcim- 
oastraUi that bacteria are not alive and un 
simply inert particles of matter. Tho nd 
mirora of bacteria now llnd that they linvc 
Ixjeu as grossly deceived as are thu IJOIIR Isl 
and hounds who pursue an alleged fox, only 
to llnd that it is a harmless aiiiae-soed bag 


Wo shuli now have to throw away a! 


theories founded on tho idea that bacteria 
are alive, and to frame now theories of the 
origin of disease. This will shako our faitb 
in medical men, aud to a certain extent in 
all theories. Dr. Orogg may think ho lio. 
uct»d tike a wise and good man, but it is im 
possible- to regard him as other than a mod 
dleuome and' uunoccssury iconoclast.
